WASHINGTON (AP) - Both 
President Ford and Congress 
are claiming victory in block­ 
ing a Jan. 1 tax increase, but 
the clear winner is the Ameri­ 
can taxpayer. 
Neither side wanted to be 
“the grinch that stole Christ­ 
mas,” said Sen. 
Russell B. 
Long, who helped draft the 
compromise proposal. 
Without Friday’s agreement, 
temporary tax cuts earlier this 
year would have ended and a 
typical

have 
faced a tax increase of up to $6 
per week. 
The bill provides for a slight 
expansion of the 1975 tax cuts. 
The goal is to keep a person’s 
tax withholding rate at the 


same level in 1976 as in 1975, 
despite 
increases 
in 
most 
wages. 
The compromise ended an 
impasse that developed Thurs­ 
day over the bill to extend the 
1975 tax cuts into 1976. Presi­ 
dent Ford refused to accept the 
bill first passed by Congress 
because it did not contain a 
spending ceiling for fiscal 1977. 
And the Democrats would not 
accept Ford’s demand for a 
specific dollar ceiling. 
The face-saving compromise 
between 
Congress 
and 
the 
White House came when Long 
and Sen. William V. Roth, R- 
Del., proposed some vague an­ 
tispending language. Otherwise, 
the bill passed Friday that 


Ford said he would sign is es­ 
sentially the same as one he 
vetoed earlier. 
The wording had to be in­ 
nocuous enough to satisfy liber­ 
al Democrats, who wanted to 
protect the congressional budg­

A small number of blacks and whites are trying to 
discourage black Americans from celebrating our 
Bicentennial next year, because of the many years the 
black people were under slavery. 
One thing those people fail to understand is that every 
nation on earth, at one time or another, had people living 
in slavery. 
The question was asked, one thousand, nine hundred 
and seventy-five years ago: “Can anything good come 
out of Nazereth?” 
Can anything good have come out of slavery? 
If those men and women who are against celebrating 
the American Bicentennial would go to Africa, India, 
Mexico, China, Vietnam or Russia and see for them­ 
selves the deprived, depressed, oppressed and primitive 
conditions under which thousands of millions of people 
live, they would realize that out of slavery came 
blessings for the black people in America. 
Please don’t misunderstand me. I am against slavery 
in any form for any people in any country. But I say to 
black Americans across this nation: “Let’s not look 
back.” We know the story of Lot’s wife, after she was told 
not toiook back; she turned into a pillar of salt. 
The handful of black dudes who are encouraging black 
Americans to look back only fills their hearts with hate 
and resentment. A man has only one heart, and out of 
that heart only one thing can proceed: hate or love. 
I have spoken in many colleges, high schools, chur­ 
ches, and great institutions which have been built with 
love and understanding. I have yet to walk into a building 
which was built through hate and confusion. Love builds. 
Hate destroys. 
I know we had slavery in America. I am very much 
aware of it. But as I travel throughout this world and see 
the poor living conditions in Africa, where thousands of 
black people are dying because they don’t have water to 
drink, food to eat, shelter, doctors or medical supplies; if 
slavery were my only transportation? If my only way of 
coming to America was by slavery, I’d get down on my 
knees and thank God for slavery. If it had not been for 
slavery, my family and I would be among the hundreds 
of thousands of Africans who are starving, naked, out of 
doors, diseased, and dying for lack of water and medical 
care. 
If our black forefathers, sleeping in their graves, could 
see the conditionwhich exists in Africa today compared 
to the condition of their black American descendents, 
they would witness that out of their slavery and suffering 
came a blessing for their offspring. 
Let’s not look back. Let’s not turn into a pillar of salt. 
Let’s get involved, not just with the Bicentennial, but 
let’s get involved with everything which is building a 
better America for all Americans.

FITTINGLY SCHIZOID? 
The nearer the nation ap ­ 
proaches the 200th anniversary 
of 
its 
birth, 
the less 
sure 
Americans seem to be about 
where their country has been, 
where it stands today and what 
course they want it to take as it 
embarks on its third century. 
This aimlessness, the absence 
of a unifying sense of purpose, is 
reflected in the way Bicen­ 
tennial observances are being 
led by default of the leadership 
in

staged in Philadelphia in 1876

assassination.

It is significant of something 
that the antiheroines of the day

unblanced 
Lynette 
Fromm e and Sarah Jane Moore, 
sharing the national spotlight 
with

thoroughly

k idna pee-cu m -rev o lu tio n ary 
Patricia Hearst. 
But then, haven’t we been a 
thoroughly confused nation for 
at least a decade? 
We send 55,000 young men to 
their deaths in a futile effort to 
stop communism in a small 
Asian 
country, 
even 
while 
hailing 
ap p ro ach es 
to 
a c ­ 
commodation with the Soviet 
Union and China. 
The inflation set in motion by 
that war continues to eat away 
at our economic and social 
su bstance, 
yet 
disgruntled 
workers at the Washington Pest 
destroy the very presses that 
bring them their livelihood. 
Meanwhile, in Kansas City, 
striking firemeh are accused of 
setting 
fires and sabotaging 
firefighting equipment. How far 
we have come from the days 
when 
Calvin 
Coolidge, 
as 
governor 
of 
M assachusetts 
during 
a 
strike 'of 
Boston 


policem en, 
could 
declare, 
“There is no right to strike 
against the public safety by 
a n y b o d y , 
a n y w h e r e , 
anytime”—and made it stick. 
Well, maybe things will begin 
to get straightened out in 1976, 
when Americans have the next 
opportunity to express their will 
in national elections. But what is 
their will? 
New Hampshire recently had 
a run-off election for the U.S. 
Senate. George Young, cam ­ 
paign m anager of the defeated 
Republican candidate, reads a 
strange message in the outcome 
of that contest. 
“ I think,” says he, “ there is a 
strong antifederal government, 
anti-big government feeling not 
only here (in New Hampshire) 
but around the country.” 
Yet the victor’s party has 
hardly

government since 1932. And woe 
to the candidate who dares

that the solution to 
every ill may not be found in 
passing another law or spending 
another billion in Washington.

Often the public has supported 
the environmental movement, 
even in its most extreme forms, 
because they have been led to 
believe 
that 
protecting 
the 
environment 
is the work of 
scientists who know what they 
are doing, and no questions 
should be asked. The truth is 
that much of the movement has 
been 
an 
emotional 
crusade 
unrelated to science or scien­ 
tists. In fact, many scientists 
are most vehement in con­ 
dem ning 
the 
kind 
of 
en­ 
vironmentalism that is crippling 
the production of food, fiber, 
energy and the other necessities 
of life. 
One of these is Dr. Norman E. 
Borlaug, Nobel Laureate in the 
area of food and nutrition. Dr. 
Borlaug is also a forester. In a 
broad-ranging statement before 
the U.S. Senate Committee on 
Food, Agriculture and Forestry, 
he expressed the belief that 
environmental extremism is a 
threat to world food supplies and 
the wise use of the Earth’s 
natural 
resources. 
He says, 
“The general public has been 
brainwashed by the fear tactics 
that have been used by these 
extremists in press, television 
and radio. It is my contention 
that not until there is not heat for 
our homes, and when the lights 
go out will the general public 
belatedly recognize the ‘over­ 
kill’ 
that has resulted from 
permitting 
the 
valuable 
en­ 
vironmentalist movement to be 
captured and taken over by a 
few vociferous extrem ists.” 
In his long statem ent before 
th e 
S en ate 
com m ittee, 
he 
touched on utilization of the 
n a tio n ’s 
fo re st 
lands 
and 
declared, “ Forest products will 
be of growing im portance as a 
raw m aterial for transform ation 
into many kinds of m aterials 
that can be used to substitute for

th a t 
a re 
today 
produced from

population with adequate food, 
fiber, forest products, w ater­ 
shed protection against erosion 
and floods, habitat protection 
for wildlife and for recreation.” 
The myth that such things as 
forests can be locked up in a 
state of perpetual preservation 
is an exam ple of the kind of 
environm ental extrem ism that 
should be disassociated from the 
word “ science.”

F rom 
confidential Pentagon files, we 
have learned that Vice Admiral 
Malcolm W. Cagle last year 
tried to wangle a multi-million- 
dollar contract for a firm that 
had just offered him a lucrative 
job. 
Afterward, the admiral quit 
the 
navy 
to join the firm, 
Lulejian and Associates, which 
he had tried to enrich. 
The 
multi-million 
dollar 
finagling attem pt occurred last 
year in Iran. The Pentagon was 
helping Iran improve its navy. 
As part of the effort, Cagle was 
dispatched to Iran to study its 
naval problems. 
He wound up the study by 
advising Iranian officals to hire 
a 
single 
U. 
S. 
t raining 
management firm to upgrade its 
navy. 
In 
a 
letter carefully 
marked 
“personal 
and 
con­ 
fidential,” he stated: 
“ There 
a re 
ma n y 
m anagement companies in the 
U.S. 
who 
have 
experience, 
capability and who will compete 
and qualify to undertake such an 
effort in your behalf. But I 
believe that you must specify a 
com pany 
exp erien ced 
and 
dedicated to U.S. naval training 
m anagem ent.” 
His 
letter then set forth 
qualifications 
that 
just 
hap­ 
pened 
to 
fit 
Lulejian 
and 
Associates exactly. 
Impresssed, the 
Iranian 
of­ 
ficials asked the U.S. Navy to 
contact Lulejian in their behalf. 
The 
le tte r 
om itted 
the 
significant fact that Lulejian 
had 
already 
moved to hire 
Cagle. Thereafter, not only the 
admiral but his deputy, Capt. 
J a m e s 
Hooper, joined 
the 
Lulejian firem. 
To its credit, the navy blocked 
Cagle’s scheme and put the 
Iranian contract up for com­ 
petitive 
bidding. 
Iran 
sub­ 
sequently cancelled the whole 
deal. 
Footnote: We tried to reach 
Cagle for a month before going 


to press. He refused to speak 
with us even after the navy 
contacted him and gave him our 
telephone num ber. Both Captain 
Hooper and the Lulejian firm 
denied any wrongdoing. 
The 
Navy, meanwhile, is reviewing 
Cagle’s actions in the Iranian 
contract caper.

businessm en traveling abroad.

the p re a tta c k 
phase, 
counsels 
the document, 
kid- 
napppings 
by 
terrorists 
can 
often be thw arted simply by 
being perceptive: “ The sam e 
car is encountered in different 
parts of the city; young couples 
are 
observed 
loitering 
pur­ 
posefully for long periods near 
the house or office; protracted 
repairs are m ade on a car which 
presum ably broke down outside 
one’s hom e.” 
P r o m i n e n t 
A m e r ic a n s 
“ trav e lin g 
ab ro ad 
w here 
terrorism is a danger” should 
“ avoid going out alone,” should 
“ call taxis,” should “ arrange to 
hire tour guides through the 
hotel or ... 
travel agency,” 
should 
avoid 
“ street 
distur­ 
bances” and should “ be alert ” 
with strangers. 
But if all precautions fail and 
a kidnapping occurs, the briefing 
manual advises, the victim “can 
help himself several ways.” 
Among 
other 
things, 
for 
example, he should “hesitate to 
offer suggestions” and “avoid 
standing in p window.” The 
manual also Recommends that 


he “ pose no th rea t” and “ get 
rest.” 
The victim should “sta rt a 
c a le n d a r 
im m e d ia te ly ,” 
keeping track of time by the 
“ sounds 
of 
birds 
or 
traffic 
outside; rise and fall of tem ­ 
perature (it is usually w arm er 
in the day 
in any clim ate); 
rhythm of m eals (likely to be the 
sam e the guards take( or habit 
patterns of the guards (usually 
m ore active during the day.)” . 
While 
under 
interrogation, 
states the m anual, the victim 
should “ take a simple, tenable 
position and stick to it.“ He 
should also “ be polite“ and 
“ never lose your tem per.” It is 
best, too, for him to “give short 
a n s w e rs” 
and 
“ not a rg u e 
M arxist theory.” 
Upon 
release, 
a 
hostage 
should 
avoid 
an 
im m ediate 
“ free-sw inging 
p ress 
co n ­ 
ference.” Instead, he should 
w ait until he has been debriefed 
and has caught up on the news. 
Then, after he has relaxed with 
the family, he can “ do credit to 
the story and to himself. ” 
Despite its optim istic tone, the 
docum ent carries this ominous 
note: “The w ell-prepared victim 
has his affairs in order and his 
will up to date, he has discussed 
with his wife the possibility of 
being seized, and they have 
decided what she should do if he 
is -- and also if he does not 
retu rn .” 
PET FOODS: 
We recently 
quoted the findings of a Senate 
nutrition com m ittee that the 
poor are eating pet foods. A 
reporter 
contended 
that

co m m ittee 
had 
based 
its 
statem ent 
upon 
an off-hand 
rem ark by a 
consum er ad­ 
vocate. This has been used by 
the pet food industry in an a t­ 
tem pt to discredit both us and 
the com mittee. 
Now Dr. Edward Peeples, a 
professor 
at 
Virginia 
Com­ 
monwealth 
University, 
has 
written an article backing up the 
committee. As a sociologist, he 
had studied dog food eating by 
the poor. His conclusion: “The 
practice of eating pet food... is 
substantial throughout the U.S.” 


Council 
President 
Vincent 
Tofany called the drop in Sep­ 
tember traffic deaths “very 
encouraging, especially after 
the small increases in traffic 
fatalities 
that were recorded 
in the early months of this 
year.” 
The Council said 34,140 traffic 
fatalities were recorded for the 
first nine months of this year. 
The total was two per cent above 
the 33,590 fatalities recorded for 
the first nine months of 1974, but 
19 per cent below the 41,973 
fatalities recorded for the first 
nine months of 1973.

“Vehicle 
speeds are lower than they were 
in 1973. Drivers seem to be more 
comfortable at the lower speeds, 
and they also seem to be driving 
more cautiously. We hope that 
this new way of driving and the 
savings 
of 
lives that 
it 
is 
producing will continue in the 
months ahead.” 
According 
to

Council, 
more than 1,200,000 disabling 
injuries resulted from traffic 
accidents 
in 
the 
first 
nine 
months of this year, and the 
nation’s mileage death rate, 
projected to an annual rate, was 
3.5 fatalities per 100 million 
vehicle 
miles 
traveled. 
The 
Council estimated that the total 
cost of the accidents to the 
nation’s economy in the nine 
month 
period 
w as 
ap­ 
proximately $14.3 billion.

nonprofit, 
public 
service 
organization 
dedicated to safety education 
and the development and im­

Mails cam paign fund appeal 
under White House Im prim atur 
WASHINGTON - Some of 
that loose little band around 
Jerry Ford have been coun­ 
seling him on political strategy 
with the acum en of a public 
relations m an who would advise 
Israel’s 
prem ier to run for 
reelection on the 
slogan 
of 
“ Bring Home the Bacon with 
R abin.” 
Ju st the other day the inner 
circle urged - and perm itted -- 
President Ford to approve the 
m ailing of a cam paign fund­ 
raising appeal to hundreds of 
th o u san d s 
of 
voters. 
The 
com m unication’s letterhead is 
“ G erald R. Ford, W ashington.” 
The signature is “Sincerely, 
Je rry Ford.” 
The 
self 
m ailer, 
re tu rn 
postage guaranteed envelope is 
addressed to “ Gerald R. Ford, 
The White House, care of GOP 
1976 Victory Fund, Box 2837, 
Wash. D C .” The letter was 
mailed Dec. 4. 
I’ve checked with veteran 
White 
House 
correspondents, 
active and retired, som e of 
whom 
go 
back 
to 
H erbert 
Hoover. They all report that 
never, in their memory, has a 
President perm itted the use of 
his nam e over w hat is in effect a 
White House return address in a 
political 
fund-raising 
drive. 
Though a box num ber is ap­ 
pended, the impression is that 
the President of the United 
States and “ the White House” 
w ant the citizenry to donate 
m oney 
to 
the 
N ational 
R epublican 
C ongressional 
Com mittee coffers. 
It may well be that Mr. Ford is 
just 
unaw are 
of 
this 
huge 
mailing. Or of the use of The 
White House in the return ad­ 
dress. Inquiries at the White 
House brought no replies. And 
some of those queried have easy 
access to the Oval Office. 
If the President is aw are of the 
GOP’s direct m ail money appeal 
for $2.1 million, he has “ stood up 
to be counted.” Which is one of 
Je rry F ord’s fine traits. Among 
o th er 
things, 
it 
ju st 
isn ’t 
political, 
groaned one White 
House staffer. 
Contributions now must be a 
matter of record. What will they 
d is c lo s e when 
tallied 
and 
registered where the public can 
total them? 
Since the appeal, made at the 
urging 
of 
incombent 
GOP 
Congressmen, was massive, it 
will be a far greater test of the 
President’s personal popularity 
than any poll. Further the letter 
solicits dollars in a straight- 
from-the-shoulder, unabvashed 
fashion. 
After 
attacking 
the 
Democrats sharply, Mr. Ford’s 
letter says: 
“You can play a major role by 
joining me and the Committee in 
our joint efforts to elect a 
Republican Congress by sending 
your Maximum contribution in 


the enclosed envelope. In order 
to successfully reach this goal, 
we need virtually 100 per cent 
participation by all friends and 
supporters of this Committee. 
Without your help we sim ply 
cannot elect more Republicans 
to Congress. I look forward to 
C hairm an Vander Ja g t’s report 
to me on the results of this ap­ 
peal Thank you in advance for 
your 
assistance. 
Sincerely, 
Je rry Ford.” 
The letter opens with “ D ear 
Fellow Am erican: I am w riting 
you today to personally ask for 
your help in a m atter that is of 
great concern to me ...”

Dem ocratic Congress and the 
solicitation of funds. 
Guy 
V ander 
J a g t,

Congressional Committee. 
Its 
slogan is “ 76 in ’76” -- m eaning 
that a gain of 76 seats would 
throw the House to the GOP.

But the use of the 
nam e of the presidency and the 
White House has raised aspirin 
sales near Pennsylvania Ave.

A small number of blacks and whites are trying to 
discourage black Americans from celebrating our 
Bicentennial next year, because of the many years the 
black people were under slavery. 
One thing those people fail to understand is that every 
nation on earth, at one time or another, had people living 
in slavery. 
The question was asked, one thousand, nine hundred 
and seventy-five years ago: “Can anything good come 
out of Nazereth0“ 
Can anything good have com e out of slavery? 
If those men and women who are against celebrating 
the American Bicentennial would go to Africa, India, 
Mexico, China, Vietnam or Russia and see for them­ 
selves the deprived, depressed, oppressed and primitive 
conditions under which thousands of millions of people 
live, they would realize that out of slavery came 
blessings for the black people in America 
Please don’t misunderstand me. I am against slavery 
in any form for any people in any country. But I say to 
black Americans across this nation: “ Let’s not look 
back.” We know the story of Lot’s wife, after she was told 
not to look back; she turned into a pillar of salt. 
The handful of black dudes who are encouraging black 
Americans to look back only fills their hearts with hate 
and resentment. A man has only one heart, and out of 
that heart only one thing can proceed: hate or love. 
I have spoken in many colleges, high schools, chur­ 
ches, and great institutions which have been built with 
love and understanding. I have yet to walk into a building 
which was built through hate and confusion. Love builds. 
Hate destroys. 
I know we had slavery in America I am very much 
aware of it. But as I travel throughout this world and see 
the poor living conditions in Africa, where thousands of 
black people are dying because they don’t have water to 
drink, food to eat. shelter, doctors or m edical supplies; if 
slavery were my only transportation? If my only way of 
coming to America was by slavery, I’d get down on my 
knees and thank God for slavery. If it had not been for 
slavery, my family and I would be among the hundreds 
of thousands of Africans who are starving, naked, out of 
doors, diseased, and dying for lack of water and medical 
care. 
If our black forefathers, sleeping in their graves, could 
see the conditionwhich exists in Africa today compared 
to the condition of their black American descendents, 
they would witness that out of their slavery and suffering 
came a blessing for their offspring. 
Let’s not look back. Let’s not turn into a pillar of salt. 
Let’s get involved, not just with the Bicentennial, but 
let’s get involved with everything which is building a 
better America for all Americans.

kind of national schizophrenia.

It is significant of something 
that the antiheroines of the day

Patricia Hearst 
But then, haven’t we been a 
thoroughly confused nation for 
at least a decade? 
We send 55,ouo young men to 
their deaths in a futile effort to 
stop communism in a small 
Asian 
country, 
even 
while 
hailing approaches 
to ac­ 
commodation with the Soviet 
Union and China 
The inflation set in motion by 
that war continues to eat away 
at our economic and social 
substance, 
yet 
disgruntled 
workers at the Washington Post 
destroy the very presses that 
bring them their livelihood 
Meanwhile, in Kansas City, 
striking firemen are accused of 
setting lires and sabotaging 
firefighting equipment How far 
we have come from the days 
when Calvin 
Cooiidge, 
as 
governor of 
M assachusetts 
during 
a 
strike *of 
Boston 


policemen, 
could 
declare, 
“There is no right to strike 
against the public safety by- 
a n y b o d y , 
a n y w h e re , 
anytime”—and made it stick. 
Well, maybe things will begin 
to get straightened out in 1976, 
when Americans have the next 
opportunity to express their will 
in national elections But what is 
their will? 
New Hampshire recently had 
a run-off election for the U.S. 
Senate. George Young, cam ­ 
paign manager of the defeated 
Republican candidate, reads a 
strange message in the outcome 
of that contest.

EMOTION NOT SCIENCE 
Often the public has supported 
the environmental movement, 
even in its most extreme forms, 
because they have been led to 
believe 
that 
protecting 
the 
environment is the work of 
scientists who know what they 
are doing, and no questions 
should be asked. The truth is 
that much of the movement has 
been 
an 
emotional 
crusade 
unrelated to science or scien­ 
tists. In fact, many scientists 
are most vehement in con­

energy and the other necessities 
of life. 
One of these is Dr. Norman E.

months ahead."

more than 1,200,000 disabling 
injuries resulted from traffic 
accidents 
in

months of this year, and the 
nation’s mileage death rate, 
projected to an annual rate, was 
3.5 fatalities per 100 million

Council estimated that the total 
cost of the accidents to the 
nation’s economy in the nine

proximately $14.3 billion.

The signature is "Sincerely, 
Jerry Ford ” 
The 
self 
m ailer, 
return 
postage guaranteed envelope is 
addressed to "Gerald R Ford, 
The White House, care of GOP 
1976 Victory Fund, Box 2837, 
Wash 
D C ." The letter was 
mailed Dec. 4 
I’ve checked with veteran 
White 
House correspondents, 
active and retired, some of 
whom 
go 
back 
to 
Herbert 
Hoover. They all report that 
never, in their memory, has a 
President permitted the use of 
his name over what is in effect a 
White House return address in a 
political 
fund-raising 
drive 
Though a box number is ap­ 
pended, the impression is that

Strong second half spells victory

Robert Roundtree was walking out to the Kennett bus when he 
spotted Sikeston's coach Bud Spears, “ We’ll see you next week at 
Bloomfield, coach.” 
Spears just smiled at the lighthearted threat. 
“I don’t know if we’ll even be in the finals,” he rejoined. 
But he smiled again. His Sikeston Bulldogs had just played their 
most solid game of the young season while beating the district’s 
first-ranked team, the Kennett Indians. 59-48 Any questions about 
Sikeston’s ability to play against top-flight competition was an­ 
swered emphatically as the record stayed spotless after six outings. 
Roundtree, an All-State candidate at forward, again had a bad 
shooting night. A first quarter reinjury of his foot slowed the6-foot-3 
senior down somewhat, both rebounding and scoring. Forward 
Bobby Williams was able to score 16 points to lead the Indians, but 
hot-shooting guard David Allen was held to four. That’s more than 
ten below his average. 
“That’s what beat us,” said Kennett’s coach Terry Turlington 
after the game. ‘ David has to score for us to win. ” 
He added, “We shot 17 per cent in the second half and 26 percent 
for the game. That’s the lowest shooting percentage a team of mine 
has ever had.” 
Bulldog defense, usually in the form of a swarming, 2-3 zone, was 
tough all night. Those long arm s thrusting out of the white uniforms 
forced Kennett to rush inside shots and make bad passes most of the 
night. Only three times were the Indians able to burn Sikeston with 
the fast- break, snowbird baskets — a tribute to the defensive efforts 
of guard Harold Dockins Ana, it was a factor that most of David 
Allen's points this season have come on the layups after a pass from 
Roundtree or one of his teammates on the frontline. 
With a 31-17 advantage in the second half, the Bulldogs enhanced 
their reputation as a strong finishing team. The hot hand of Marc 


Eaves was nearly all that kept things close in the first half, while 
things were going pretty much the visitors’ way. Eaves scored 14 of 
his game-high 18 points during the first half, then 
concentrated 
more on the boards in the second half, while Sikeston slowly pulled 
away. 
First quarter turnovers against Fredericktown had severely 
disappointed coach Spears in the game previous. Players were 
praised, coaxed, cajoled, begged .. all strategies were tried to 
prevent the floor mistakes, but again the first frame was an error- 
filled one for the dogs. Only the shooting of Eaves and Alonzo Harris 
kept the difference to just one point after eight minutes. Both teams 
were turning the ball over because of big-game jitters and Kennett 
was having a strong game on the boards. With guard Pat Edwards 
hitting the last shot, Kennett led 15-14. 
Eaves’ outside hand became a factor in the second quarter. It was 
the 6-foot4 forward’s long range bombs kept the count close. The 
three quick baskets on outlet passes, two by Edwards and one by 
Allen, gave Kennett its biggest margin at 23-16 midway through the 
period, but Eaves led his team back. Trailing by a single point, a 
half-minute before intermission, Sikeston’s Curtis Sales took a shot 
when he shouldn’t have, Roundtree rebounded and Donny Alford hit 
a 19-footer at the buzzer. Kennett had a three-point lead, 31-28. But, 
they hadn’t counted on the second half heroics of the Bulldog squad 


The teams came back on the court after some halftime lockerroom 
talks that must have been inspiring. They traded buckets for a while, 
then Roundtree gave the Indians a four-point, 38-34, lead with an 
inside shot. From there on, except for a fourth quarter flurry of 
Indian scoring, it was all Sikeston. Larry Jackson hit a free throw 
line jumper to tie it at 38. Then, Eaves nailed Paul Gilbow inside for 
the go-ahead and the Bulldogs had ten points in a row, after trailing 
by four. Kennett broke that with the last bucket of the third frame, 
but Sikeston held a 44-40 lead. 


A minute into the fourth period, Ed Nunnelee drove the lane for a 
fast break layup of his own. Coming in from the side, Roundtree 
seemed to goaltend, batting the ball away after it had banked off the 
glass. Although he was called for the foul, his fourth, Sikeston came 
away with only one point when the basket was disallowed. Despite a 
49-40 lead, the Bulldogs were shaken by at least three controversial 
calls, each of which went the wrong way, and Kennett scored eight in 
a row to cut the difference to one. But, during a timeout, Sikeston 
regrouped. Eaves hit two free throws, a clutch three-point play by 
Harold Dockins and Sikeston had the game’s last ten points and an 
11-point victory. 
“The winners grin and the losers cry,” said Kennett’s coach after 
the game, “But, we’ll give you a better game at Bloomfield, in the 
finals.” 
Spears just agreed, and grinned. When your team plays that well, 
you grin a lot. 
Puxico will throw another small,but quick squad at Sikeston in 
tonight’s first-round game at Bloomfield. With four starters 
averaging in double figures, Puxico has good shooters and a pair of 
quick, sophomore guards. 
“We’re pretty quick,” says coach Pete Townsend, “We stayed 
with Scott Central until the last quarter, and they’re a very fast 
ballclub.” 
Townsend respects Sikeston’s size, but his 5-5 Indians already 
number one SEMO conference member among their victims. Dexter 
fell 86-74. 
If Sikeston suffers a letdown after the hard-fought game with 
Kennett, who knows? 
“We’ll give it a shot,” says Townsend. THE LINEUPS:

What if the firemen of New 
York City — or of any city — 
were to go on strike? Would the 
city burn? Would the striking 
firemen let it? 
These are the questions fire­ 
man Dennis Smith poses and 
answers in his moderately in­ 
teresting first novel, “The Fi­ 
nal Fire.” Smith hit the best­ 
seller lists his first time out 
with his nonfiction 
“Report 
From Engine Co. 82,” and a lot 
of the material that appeared 
in that book has a warmed-over 
feeling 
as 
it 
reappears 
in 
slightly different form in “The 
Final Fire.” 
The action in Smith’s novel is 
carried forward by two fire­ 
fighting brothers, Tom and Jer­ 
ry Ritter. Tom is married, the 
father of four children and be­ 
lieves fervently that the work 
he does is more than just a job. 
Jerry, a swinging single, sym­ 
pathizes with his brother, but 
he isn’t as caught up in the 


mystique. 
It 
gives 
nothing 
away to reveal that when the 
strike of firemen finally is 
called Tom goes to work; Jerry 
goes to the picket line. 
Smith builds his story up to 
the climactic strike skillfully 
enough, using sometimes inter­ 
esting scenes of firemen fight­ 
ing fires and firemen relaxing 
among themselves as his base. 
Unfortunately, the characters 
who people his scenes aren’t all 
that interesting or believable, 
especially the brothers Ritter. 
Tom is just too much of a good 
guy to ring true, while the ro­ 
mance scenes featuring his 
brother are silly. 
Smith’s 
best 
work 
comes 
when he deals with the bureau­ 
cracy — a self-seeking mayor, 
governor and fire union leader 
— that allows the strike and 
the disaster that follows it to 
come about. Some of the things 
Smith has to say in “The Final 
Fire” are of interest and im­ 
portance, but it takes a bit of 
digging to get to them.

Biblical faith esteems physical 
reality, the sinews and the 
senses of earth Although these 
are abnegated in Oriental reli­ 
gions. Judio-Christianity sees 
them as bearing the imprint of 
God, and despite past church 
fretfulness, evasions and shush­ 
ing, this iTicludes sexuality. 
It is too good to squander, to 
twist out of its context or to 
erode. 
"Our culture has gone far 
along the road toward empty­ 
ing sexuality of any genuine 
significance," 
says 
Catholic 
moral theologian Kichard A. 
McCormick Although tradition­ 
al rules about it are stated in 
negative terms, he says, they 
are positive in purpose. "They 
are asserting a value for sexual 
acts." 
He and many others say that 
value needs shoring up against 
ruin in a time of increased 
threats to it as shown in the 
rising toll of impotence, frigid­ 
ity. divorce and psychological 
disturbances. "At stake is the 
significance of human sexual­ 
ity." 
Both leading church ethicists 
and the foremost psychiatrists 
are closely in accord on the 
misuses, that sex only for in­ 
stinctual gratification is dis­ 
integrating to both partners. 
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to indicate. Dividing the sexual 
interest into several objectives 
diminishes 
the 
total 
sexual 
gratification." 
It 
marks 
"a 
deficiency” in capacities, he 
adds, not fullness. 
This doesn’t mean that any­ 
one is or can be always utterly 
sufficient. In fact, Biblical faith 
asserts that we chronically are 
not faultless and whole, but 
limited, shortsighted, prone to 
vanity, 
deceit, 
anxiety, 
ex­ 
ploitation, conflicts and blun­ 
ders, sexually and in other 
ways. So does psychiatry. 
But both also stress that nev­ 
ertheless, we are acceptable, 
and of worth, that integrity re­ 
sides salvageable in the mix. 
That 
"doctrine of accept­ 
ance” stemmed from Christ, 
but psychiatry has helped re­ 
store it to its rightful place in 
the church, observed the late 
philosopher Paul Tillich. Al­ 
though it was the heart of 
Jesus’ 
teaching, 
the 
"good 
news that he who feels un­ 
worthy of being accepted by 
God can be certain he is ac­ 
cepted had been buried under 
doctrinal rigidity and aridity.” 
But then, along came the psy­ 
choanalytic pattern, with its 
nonjudgmental acceptance of 
the mentally 
disturbed 
and 
g u i l t-obsessed, 
jolting 
the 
church back to its basic empha­ 
sis, that the broken and tom 
are accepted, that those who 
cannot even accept themselves 
are acceptable to God through 
forgiving grace. This is the 
core of Christian belief. 
Strangely its reawakening in 
the church was stimulated ini­ 
tially by a man who was sharp­ 
ly critical of religion and who 
had only marginal knowledge 
of it, Sigmund Freud, the fa­ 
ther of psychoanalysis — bear­ 
ing out the Biblical premise 
that God often uses forces out­ 
side 
the 
religious 
estab­ 
lishment, and seemingly ar­ 
rayed against it, to deepen 
faith and enlarge its vision of 
truth. 
This is not to imply that all 
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psychotherapy is sound or ben­ 
eficial, and preeminent minds 
in that field recognize its short­ 
comings, disputes and shifting 
ideas, that it is loaded with per­ 
ipheral movements and fad­ 
dists. 
But the fundamental prin­ 
ciple, that people need to face 
honestly their hidden 
fears, 
hates, self-rejection, shame and 
concealed desires and failings, 
and in grappling with them, to 
affirm their own individualities 
and potentialities, could have 
been a leaf out of Jesus’ teach­ 
ings. 
"Those who are well have no 
need of a physician, but those 
who are sick,” he said. He said 
he came to help only the trou­ 
bled, not the smugly self-right­ 
eous. It is from within, "out of 
the heart," that goodness and 
evil flow, he said, not from 
public posturing or pious pose. 


Hypocrites outwardly 
"jus­ 
tify yourselves before men, but 
God knows your hearts...First 
cleanse the inside of the cup 
. . . that the outside also may 
be made clean . . . And you will 
know the truth, and the truth 
will make you free . . .” 
Freud himself, contrary to 
the popular image of him as a 
smasher of restraints and be­ 
havioral 
standards, 
actually 
taught that the sex instinct 
must be restrained to establish 
harmony of parts with 
the 
whole, to prevent aggressions 
and reversion to barbarism. He 
held that civilization itself de­ 
pended on curbing the uncon­ 
scious sexual drives through 
sublimation into other creative 
energies, that civilization is im­ 
possible without it. 
However, most modern psy­ 
chiatry has moved away from 
Freud’s thesis of necessary 
repression, 
maintaining 
that 
sexual 
expression 
can 
be 
healthily untrammeled and not 
destructive if it is honest and 
the integrity of self and the 
partner is maintained. But this, 
in itself, demands limits, in­ 
cluding: 
The sex act must convey 
love, which includes mutual de­ 
dication to the other, or it is by 
nature a lie. a falsification of 
it. If it is random, without sin­ 
cere commitments, it is split 
off from the personality in 
time, emotional content and fo­ 
cused identities — what psy­ 
chiatrist Rollo May calls a kind 
of "schizoid world" detachment 
of self from it. impoverishing 
emotional capacities. 
If sex is motivated by nar­ 
cissism, such as demonstrating 
one’s masculinity, as it often is 
for a young man, or to get at­ 
tention, prove femininity or 
hold a man, as it may be for a 
woman, it is exploitative, pow­ 
er-manipulative and alienating, 
an "inversion” debilitating to 
feelings. 
If sex is simply for its own 
ends, as biological gratification, 
and not as a means of ex­ 
pression, it is emptied of mean­ 
ing, makes the partner into an 
impersonal object and makes 
"the sex act itself a com­ 
modity,” says psychiatrist Vik­ 
tor E. Frankl. It is a "thor­ 
oughly decadent sensualism . .. 
degrading to sex" and a cause 
of "aberrant psychosexual” de­ 
velopment. 
If sex is contrived, such as 
performed as a favor without 
wishing it, it is reduced to a 
disassociated mechanism. If it 
is dishonest, such as either 
partner "pretending to love 
while not loving or even pre­ 
tending to enjoy the act while 
not enjoying it,” says psy­ 
chiatrist Seymour L. Halleck, it 
can induce guilt, lowered self­ 
esteem 
and 
psychologically 
damaging carry-overs. 
If sex is in any way com­ 
partmentalized and not assuni- 
lated with the total self, in­ 
cluding 
obligations, 
feelings 
and continuity, it is fractional

Psychologist Robert P. O’Neil 
and college priest-counselor Mi­ 
chael A. Donovan, in a joint 
analysis of the m atter, say that 
since sex acts involve a "total 
interpersonal relationship, the 
"casual sexual relationships al­ 
most invariably lead to an unst­ 
ructuring of certain ego func­ 
tions necessary for mature in­ 
terpersonal relationships. Re­ 
search in this area documents 
the negative effects." 
Since 
intercourse 
means 
"giving of the whole self,” 
those "who engage in multiple 
sexual experiences do not in 
fact intend to give themselves 
wholly to the partner,” O’Neil 
and Donovan add. So delimited, 
sexual feelings inevitably be­ 
come "blunted — even de­ 
stroyed.” 


“Sexual union is such a total 
human act that if used irre­ 
sponsibly it can lead to cyni­ 
cism, frigidity, desensitization 
to other human values and 
emotions. Ultimately it can re­ 
sult in the supreme tragedy of 
dooming a person to lifelong 
unhappiness — the inability to 
love at all.” 
As for the moral-ethical is­ 
sues involved, the voice of the 
churches has become less legal­ 
istic, more tentative and per- 
sonalist, even as their authority 
diminishes over changing sex 
practices. 
"Sexual standards can no 
longer be dictated by ecclesias­ 
tical decree,” observes Catholic 
theologian Joseph Blenkinsopp. 
He and many other church 
scholars put part of the blame 
on the church’s past shallow, 
negative handling of the sub­ 
ject, without the Bible’s posi­ 
tive approach to it. 
The church for a long time 
has not been reflecting the true 
Christian approach to this sub­ 
ject,” 
says 
sociologist-psy- 
chologist David R. Mace, a 
leading Protestant specialist on 
sex guidance. He says that 
once the 
churches 
abandon 
their "negative and fear-ridden 
patterns” of thinking about sex, 
they can offer relevant insights 
into it. 
The important task, he adds, 
is "bringing religion and sex 
back together, and ending the 
long and costly alienation that 
has kept them apart.” 
The churches, like much of 
the rest of society, are groping 
in the current flux and con­ 
fusion 
about 
the 
m atter, 
searching for ways to remedy 
and illuminate it. Several have 
tried in recent studies and 
statem ents, 
some 
of 
them 
arousing keen controversy. 
United Presbyterians, United 
Methodists, 
British Quakers, 
the United Church of Christ, 
the Lutheran Church in Amer­ 
ica, among others have sought 
to offer fuller understandings, 
b o t h 
from 
modern 
psy­ 
chological and Biblical per­ 
spectives 
Typifying these efforts, the 
Lutheran body in 1970 declared 
that sexual union is right only 
in a "covenant of fidelity,” nor­ 
mally expressed in marriage, 
but that such commitment can 
be real outside legal wedlock. 
Distinguishing between such 
a "covenant” and legal con­ 
tracts, the church noted defini­ 
tions of marriage have varied 
in different periods and cul­ 
tures. The full potential of sex­ 
ual union, fostering genuine in­ 
timacy and personal growth, is 
realized only in a "permanent 
covenant of marital fidelity,” 
the church said, "but this does 
not preclude the possibility of a 


covenanted relationship that is 
not a legally contracted m ar­ 
riage.” 
Moreover, the church said, 
“a covenant of fidelity can be 
broken in reality whether the 
u n i o n term inates formally 
through legal action or displays 
external solidarity.” Such situ­ 
ations remain only "arrange­ 
ments of convenience,” 
the 
document says, external trapp­ 
ing of a union dead through hu­ 
man failings. 
"Sexual exploitation in any 
situation either personally or 
commercially, inside or outside 
legally contracted m arriage, is 
destructive of God’s good gift 
and of m an's integrity,” the 
church said. 
The assessment squares with 
s o u n d 
contemporary 
psy­ 
chology. The effort, says Lu­ 
theran Harold R. Hass, both a 
theologian and a psychological 
counseling specialist, was to 
"draw the church closer to the 
gospel.”

dures, the new rules go into ef­ 
fect Dec. 29 and all regulated 
electric, gas and water com­ 
panies will have until June 26 
next year to comply with them. 
But that timetable is ex­ 
pected to be delayed because 
utility officials have indicated 
to the commission they will 
challenge the legality of the 
rules in court, possibly on the 
grounds that they were denied 
due process. 
Officials expect implementa­ 
tion of the regulations to be put 
off until completion of the court 
test.
